The public meetings involve a 
long-term study of total water 
needs in the Central Valley being 
conducted by the Bureau of 
Reclamation, including 
agricultural use, recreational use, 
water rights, policies concerning 
existing projects, future projects, 
and environmental impact. 

During the past two-three 
years, “grass-roots” meetings, 
have been held throughout the 
valley at which residents of 
communities expressed their 
opinions about water policies,

SUMMER SESSION 
AT COLLEGE 
STARTS MONDAY 


PORTERVILLE - 
Registration for the. Porterville 
college summer session, which 
will begin June 9, has so far 
shown an increase of 56% over 
last year, according to Dr. Paul 
R. Kercher, vice president and 
dean of students. 

A total of 532 students 
signed up for classes during the 
first 18 days of registration, 
compared to 340 for the same 
period last year, Dr. Kercher 
said. In addition, 32 students 
who have registered for the 
Delano center summer session 
have asked for Porterville college 
credit, compared to 18 at the 
same time last year.

FEDERAL REGULATIONS IN EFFECT 
FOR FIRE SEASON IN THE FOREST 


PORTERVILLE — Forest 
Supervisor John A. Leasure of 
Sequoia National forest has 
announced that fire season is in 
effect on the forest, which 
means that because of drying 
conditions and threat of 
wildfires, certain federal 
regulations are now in force 
which restrict smoking and other 
uses of fire. 

Greatest danger from fire at 
this time year is in the foothill 
country where grass is already 
dry. There is much moisture in 
the high mountains but they will 
dry rapidly in the next few 
weeks. 

Campfire permits are required 
in all areas except designated

campgrounds. Burning permits 
are required year long for debris 
burning. 

Smoking within the forest is 
permitted in improved 
campgrounds, inside vehicles on 
roads, at places of habitation, or 
while stopped in a cleared or 
barren area of at least three feet 
in diameter. Smoking is not 
permitted while walking or 
riding a horse or trail bike 
through a forest area. 

Trail bikes, chain saws, 
generators, and other intemal 
combustion engine devices, 
‘except automobiles, must be 
equipped@ with a spark arrestor 
of a design previously approved 
by. the U.S. Forest service, and

which is in proper condition. (A 
muffler by itself does not meet 
the requirement.) 

Leasure emphasized the need 
for cabin owners to effectively 
remove grass and other 
flammable vegetation from their 
property. State law requires a 
minimum 30-foot clearance be 
maintained around all structures 
to provide a margin of safety for 
the property owner should a 
wildfire endanger his property, 
and to check the spread of fire 
to wildlands should a fire occur 
in the structure. 

All persons are cautioned that 
it is illegal to possess or 
discharge any fireworks, tracer, 
or incendiary ammunition 
within the National Forest 
boundary. :

Editorial Comment 


UNFAIR TO WHOM? 


When a news story makes Page One it usually tells of a 
significant or exceptionally interesting public hap- 
pening. One such story appeared in San Francisco's 
newspapers recently and that its subject matter is 
significant or exceptional in our time is disturbing. 

The Page One story dealt with Superior Judge Francis 
McCarty who, despite recommendations for leniency 
from probation authorities because of their age, sent two 
young armed robbers to prison for from 10 years to life. 
Although neither youth had more than a minor record, a 
gun was used in a series of holdups and victims kicked as 
they lay under its menace. 

But as Judge McCarty put it: 

“The message is going out to every corner of this city 
that if you commit an armed robbery you better be aware 
of the consequences.”’ 

As he was led off, one of the young thugs complained 
that “It’s not fair, it’s just not fair.’’ 

Obviously the young robbers, as most court observers, 
had expected a lesser sentence, like a few years doing 
penance with the California Youth Authority. If there 
were more Judge McCarty’s giving 10 years to life in 
state prison to armed hoodlums when they’ re caught, the 
nation wouldn't be arguing so much about gun control. It 
wouldn’t be necessary.

organization with the immediate 
goal of supporting the more 
realizable Mid-Valley could be 
more effective at this time. 

Changed state and federal 
official attitudes regarding water 
development projects mean that 
Mid-Valley can become a reality 
only if the main thrust of 
support is carried by local 
agencies and citizens’ groups, 
Martin emphasized.

village of Plano, first settled in 
1861 by a wagon-train of settlers 
from Texas who followed the 
Butterfield stage route west. 

This town became a_ way 
station on the stage routes of the 
1860’s, for a time was the major 
trading center of southeastern 
Tulare county, and was the 
county’s third largest 
community. 

Here were churches, stores, 
hotels, justice court, blacksmith, 
brick kiln, saloons, livery stable, 
and packing house; also Tule 
River country’s only school, 
post office, and permanent 
cemetery at one time. 

The early Campbell-Moreland 
ditch brought water to the aféa, 
and here developed the first 
commercial orange grove in the 
valley. The village remained 
active until about 1915.
